It seem s just as certain that. D em psey will not fight Harry Wills Glia 
year and, furthermore, that he never w ill fight, him. 
You are entitled to your own opinion about D em psey’s response to what 
public u rg e th ere may have been for a fight against Wills, but until we have 
been shown som ething to prove us wrong, we alw ays will believe that Demp­ 
sey wanted to fight W ills and there w ere good reasons -serious enough to 
p n vent Dempsey from making another million dollars- that kept him from 
m aking the match, 
Tex Rickard knows more about public taste and more about the prom o­ 
tion of boxing than any man who has ever been associated with the game 
and be has said for years that he didn’t want, to take a shot at a mixed 
heavyweight championship contest. 
When Rickard, a promoter daring enough to try a skating match in India, 
u rn s his thumbs down on a match that ought to make a new record for re­ 
c e i p t s and attendance, there sim ply m ust lie som ething in the road— som e­ 
where.
